A milestone  event  took  place  in  February  1 995.  The  transgender  community  and 
Bw  Pro^ess'onal  counseling  community  met  on  even  ground  to  talk,  to  argue,  to 
debate,  but  most  importantly  to  learn. 

The  event  was  the  First  International  Congress  on  Gender,  Cross  Dressing  and  Sex  Issues, 
sponsored  by  the  Center  for  Sex  Research  at  the  California  State  University  at  Northridge. 
The  congress  was  the  brainchild  of  Drs.  Vernon  and  Bonnie  Bullough  who  have  long 
studied  the  t-community  and  are  some  of  its  greatest  friends. 

People  came  from  all  over  the  world  to  attend  this  congress.  World  class  research  was 
presented,  as  well  as  some  dubious  material,  but  overall  the  quality  of  the  presentations 
wasexcellent.  I was  most  impressed  with  two  especially  interesting  presentations.  The  first 
was  given  by  Robert  Gorski,  Ph.D.  who  does  brain-sex  research.  His  lab  is  exploring  the 
depths  of  the  human  brain  looking  for  sex  differences  that  might  explain  certain  kinds  of 
behavior,  like  homosexuality  and  transsexuality.  While  Dr.  Gorski  has  found  brain 
differences  between  straight  males,  straight  females  and  homosexual  males,  nothing 
points  to  any  definitive  cause.  For  all  we  know,  the  difference  may  be  caused  by  being 
heterosexual  and  homosexual,  not  the  other  way  around. 

The  other  presentation  was  by  a Chinese  doctor  (I  apologize  for  not  having  his  name) 
who  transplanted  testes  into  FtM  transsexuals  and  ovaries  into  MtF  transsexuals.  The  idea 
was  to  obviate  the  need  to  administer  hormones  by  pill  or  injection.  The  testes  survived 
9 months  and  the  ovaries  a year  before  turning  necrotic  and  requiring  removal.  But,  the 
first  heart  transplants  were  unsuccessful  too. 

This  congress  was  conceived  as  a one-time  only  event,  but  the  consensus  of  opinion 
between  transgender  people  attending  and  the  professionals  was  that  it  would  be  worth 
holding  such  a congress  on  a repeating  periodic  basis.  About  every  two  years  seemed  right 
to  most  and  an  informal  steering  committee  was  formed  to  find  an  academic  sponsor  for 
a 1997  congress.  Several  locations  were  suggested  including  Minneapolis,  Toronto, 
Cambridge  (U.K.),  Honolulu,  and  Philadelphia.  A really  exciting  aspect  of  this  second 
congress  is  the  cooperative  effort  between  the  t-community  and  the  academic  sponsor. 
Several  transgender  organizations  pledged  their  support  as  the  "hands  and  legs"  for  the 
congress. 

When  more  definitive  information  is  available,  I'll  announce  it  here.  And,  speaking  of 
pledging,  both  Tri-Ess  and  IFGE  have  taken  the  Pledge  for  Community.

LL:  You  said  a picture  you  once  saw  started  it 
all  for  you.  Tell  us  about  that  photo. 

FW:  I was  10  or  11  years  old  and  a friend  discov- 
ered his  father's  [adult]  magazines.  I only  remember 
one  picture.  A girl  with  short  blonde  hair  was  stand- 
ing in  front  of  a window  with  her  back  to  the  cam- 
era. She  was  clad  only  in  a short  shirt,  and  her  rear 
end  was  peeking  out  of  the  bottom.  I was  mesmer- 
ized by  that  picture.  That  night  after  going  to  bed  I 
couldn't  get  that  picture  out  of  my  mind. 

I went  over  to  the  window  and  tried  to  strike  the 
same  pose.  Something  wasn't  quite  right  so  I took  off 
my  pajama  bottoms  and  tried  it  again.  There,  that 
was  it,  at  least  for  the  pose.  A couple  of  days  later  I 
was  looking  for  something  in  a chest  of  drawers.  I 
found  a baby  blue  bed  jacket,  that  I had  never  seen 
before.  It  was  satin  and  felt  so  soft  to  the  touch.  That 
night  I did  my  pose  again,  but  this  time  I put  on  the 
bed  jacket.  What  a feeling,  so  soft  and  feminine,  and 


I could  picture  myself  as  that  girl.  I started  to  wonder 
what  it  would  be  like  to  be  a girl.  I had  started  to 
notice  that  girls  looked  different  from  boys  besides 
the  long  hair.  And  what  were  those  bumps  on  their 
chests?  I found  a bathing  suit  of  my  mom  put  it  on 
one  night,  stuffed  it  with  socks  and  slept  all  night 
with  it  on  under  my  pj's.  After  that,  as  they  say,  the 
rest  is  history. 

LL:  Like  most  of  us  who  experimented  at  an 
early  age,  you  were  caught.  What  was  that  like? 

FW:  I found  an  article  in  a magazine  about  who 
has  the  perfect  shape,  there  were  3 pictures  Brigitte 
Bardot,  Marilyn  Monroe,  and  Jane  Mansfield,  I 
think.  Anyway,  by  then  I was  crossdressing  quite 
often,  but  I didn't  know  about  shape,  measurements 
etc.  ( How  naive  could  I be!  Thinking  back  on  it,  I was 
such  a prude,  and  I'd  even  been  on  a date  to  my  6th 
grade  dance). 
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about  myself.  I knew  I was  the  only  one  in  the  world 
that  did  this,  and  by  high  school  I had  heard  the 
word  "queer/  and  knew  about  that.  But  I liked  girls, 
not  boys,  had  girlfriends,  went  to  dances  and  got 
"excited"  slow  dancing,  all  that  adolescent  stuff. 
What  a time!  A hard-on  and  nothing  to  do  with  it. 
And  acne  so  you  were  shy  around  girls,  so  you 
couldn't  try  to  do  anything  about  it. 

Talk  about  sex!  I learned  that  the  way  we  all  did. 
From  a long  man-to-man  talk  on  the  comer  with  the 
other  guys.  Mothers  talked  to  their  daughters  about 
sex.  Fathers  didn't.  At  least  that  was  my  perception 
of  the  50's  and  60's.  I even  watched  how  I talked 
around  girls,  so  they  wouldn't  know  I liked  to  wear 
their  clothes.  I didn't  think  guys  should  know  about 
slips,  bras  and  stockings.  Boy  was  I dumb.  Everyone 
probably  thought  I was  a prude,  and  who  could  you 
tell  about  your  "hobby,"  and  I really  didn't  want  to 
tell  anyone  anyway. 

LL:  You  say  you  "hibernated"  while  in  college 
and  in  the  service.  Was  that  difficult,  to  not  dress? 

FW:  I hibernated  because  I never  had  any  of  my 
own  clothes,  and  being  in  a dorm  (all  male),  and  in 


One  night  after  everyone  had  gone  to  bed,  I snuck 
down  and  got  one  of  my  mother's  bras  out  of  the 
hamper  and  a tape  measure.  I tried  to  emulate 
Brigitte  using  socks  for  breasts  and  underwear  for 
hips.  I put  on  one  of  my  mother's  silk  dresses.  I guess 
I was  making  too  much  noise  and  heard  mom  com- 
ing down  the  stairs.  In  about  4 seconds  I had  the 
dress  off  and  my  pj's  back  on,  but  I still  had  on  the 
bra.  Mom  asked  what  I was  doing.  I said  dressing 
up,  and  pleaded  with  her  not  to  tell  dad.  I felt 
ashamed  and  I must  have  been  red  as  a beet.  Mom 
never  said  anything  to  dad,  or  brought  it  up  to  me 
again.  After  that  I tried  to  be  more  careful  and  only 
dressed  when  I was  home  alone  (Hey,  great  name 
for  a movie!),  and  knew  what  time  someone  would 
be  home.  When  I started  putting  runs  in  mom's 
pantyhose,  she  started  hiding  them,  but  to  this  day 
she's  never  said  anything. 

LL:  We're  the  same  age,  so  I know  what  it  was 
like  growing  up  in  the  60's.  No  one  talked  about 
sex,  let  alone  crossdressing.  How  did  you  feel 
about  yourself? 

FW:  I don't  know  that  I ever  felt  anything  bad 
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the  service  (ditto),  there  wasn't  a plethora  of  garter 
belts  laying  around.  Besides,  by  then  I really  found 
out  what  girls  were,  thanks  to  a high  school  gym 
teacher  who  thought  I was  so  cute,  but  that  romance 
is  a story  all  to  itself.  And  beds  were  for  more  than 
sleeping.  Wow,  I was  a bundle  of  raging  hormones. 
It  was  the  60's — sex  drugs  and  rock  & roll.  Well,  for 
me  it  was  rock  and  not  a lot  of  rolls,  but  I tried. 
Drugs  never  entered  my  world,  thank  goodness. 

After  college,  I went  to  graduate  school  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Saigon,  2 tours  Airborne  Ranger,  medals 
out  my  rear,  the  whole  bit.  I just  occupied  myself 
with  other  things.  I can't  remember  crossdressing 
coming  into  my  mind.  I'm  sure  it  did,  but  I don't  re- 
member it. 

When  I came  home,  I got  married  and  founds  a 
new  source  of  clothes.  Started  back  up,  just  as  natu- 
ral as  could  be.  I was  still  too  shy  to  buy  my  own 
(how  dumb),  and  up  to  that  time  I had  never  used 
makeup,  not  even  lipstick.  I had  never  been  out.  I 
guess  I thought  this  was  all  a diversion,  not  a serious 
thing,  at  least  I didn't  think  so  then. 

How  much  time  I wasted  when  I was  young  and 
slim.  Until  I was  30  I never  weighed  over  150  lbs, 
and  at  6 foot,  I was  built  just  right. 


LL:  You've  been  through  two  marriages  and 
this  is  now  your  third.  Do  you  think  your  cross- 
dressing had  anything  to  do  with  the  breakups? 

FW:  Crossdressing  was  never  an  issue  in  the  first 
two  marriages.  They  never  knew.  The  first  marriage 
was  a huge  mistake.  I was  young,  away  from  home 
and  we  both  realized  soon  after  we  married  that  it 
was  a mistake.  The  second  didn't  know  and  there 
were  other  reasons  for  that  breakup. 

LL:  So,  after  the  second  divorce,  you  went  into  a 
10  year  sprint  with  all  out  crossdressing.  Is  this 
when  you  really  developed  into  Fran? 

FW:  During  my  second  marriage  I discovered 
wigs  and  makeup.  I have  to  thank  her  for  that.  One 
Halloween  she  decided  that  I would  be  a cheer- 
leader. She  knew  nothing  of  my  crossdressing,  so  she 
never  knew  how  happy  she  made  me.  She  bought  a 
wig  and  did  my  makeup.  When  she  was  done,  I 
looked  in  the  mirror  and  my  mouth  must  have  hit 
the  floor.  I was  pretty.  No,  beautiful.  No,  I was  drop- 
dead  gorgeous.  After  that,  I would  buy  my  own 
makeup  in  the  super  market.  I had  a wedding  ring  a 
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shopping  list,  so  who  would  know.  I also  started  buy- 
ing clothes.  That  was  a bit  awkward  at  first.  I always 
thought  the  sales  girls  were  laughing  at  me  when  I 
left.  That  ended  when  I met  the  most  wonderful 
woman  ever.  I was  in  Macy's  in  the  lingerie  section 
kind  of  browsing  and  waiting  until  no  one  was 
around.  All  of  a sudden,  I heard  those  words  that 
strike  fear  into  the  hearts  of  men,  "Can  I help  you 
sir."  Oh  hell,  here  we  go.  I took  a deep  breath  told 
her  what  I was  looking  for  and  a size.  She  led  me 
around  picked  out  what  she  thought  I would  like 
and  then  floored  me  with  "This  should  hold  you  in 
and  make  you  look  great."  I started  to  say  some- 
thing, but  she  just  waved  it  off  and  said  that's  what 
she  was  there  for.  I don't  even  remember  her  name 
but  I bought  a lot  of  things  from  her.  She's  not  there 
now,  but  it  taught  me  who  cares  who  its  for,  you're 
there  to  sell  it  and  I want  to  buy  it.  Also,  no  one  has 
ever  asked  me  who  is  this  for.  (Boy,  I wish  they 
would).  Teenage  dweebs  chuckle  now  and  then  or 
say  sarcastically,  "Want  to  try  it  on?"  Someday  I'm 
going  to  say  "Yes."  But  who  cares.  Once  you're  gone 
you'll  never  see  them  again  and  no  lights  are  going 
to  go  on  and  an  announcement  isn't  coming  over 
the  PA  system. 


I always  had  a desire  to  go  out  dressed,  as  we  all 
do  but  where.  Around  this  time,  I found  TV  maga- 
zines and  had  heard  about  TS's,  etc.  I thought,  "My 
God,  there're  others  out  there  like  me."  But  where 
are  they?  Hey,  gay  bars.  Not  everyone  who  goes  to 
them  is  gay.  Hell,  I'd  been  to  one  with  a bunch  of 
friends.  I called  the  gay  hotline  and  got  the  names  of 
places  that  TV's  are  welcome.  There  was  one  near 
me.  One  night  I primped,  dressed,  snuck  out  to  the 
car  and  drove  there  and  I went  in.  A girl  bartender 
came  up  and  waited  on  me  and  walked  away,  Noth- 
ing else.  No  laughs,  no  stares,  zilch.  What  was  I wor- 
ried about?  No  one  stared,  called  the  cops,  or  even 
cared.  Another  item  in  the  long  list  of  wasted  time  in 
my  life.  I finally  found  out  the  bartender  was  a TS 
and  we  struck  up  a friendship.  She  introduced  me 
around  and  I found  that  at  least  at  this  place  I was 
accepted  like  anyone  else.  Some  people  liked  me 
some  didn't.  Just  like  the  real  world.  I'm  not  so  weird 
after  all.  I finally  matured  as  a person  fully.  I am  not 
what  I once  was,  but  I am  what  I always  will  be,  me. 
And  if  you  don't  like  it,  as  with  everything  else  in 
life,  tough  shit. 
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LL:  You  had  a great  relationship  with  a woman 
who  was  very  helpful.  What  happened  there? 

FW:  I met  her  through  a mutual  friend.  We 
started  dating  and  had  a lot  of  fun  together.  Along 
came  another  Halloween.  I had  long  since  given  up 
on  Halloween.  I wanted  to  put  on  a dress  and  look 
good.  On  Halloween  you  had  to  sort  of  be  a little 
garish  and  I didn't  want  to  do  that.  But  she  insisted, 
so  I told  her  I would  do  the  hooker  bit,  and  she  had 
her  own  costume.  One  night  I told  her  I wanted  to 
show  her  my  "costume."  I showed  her  about  10  dif- 
ferent outfits,  and  finally  she  asked  if  the  clothes 
were  mine.  I said  Yes  and  waited  for  the  worst.  In- 
stead of  running  away  screaming,  she  told  me  how 
good  I looked  and  that  she  didn't  care  . After  that  we 
had  two  great  years  together.  She  helped  me  with 
clothes,  better  makeup,  deportment,  everything  you 
could  ask.  She  drew  the  line  at  going  out  with  me.  I 
really  didn't  mind;  it  was  great  hanging  out  to- 
gether, two  girlfriends.  When  I dressed  around  her,  I 
really  had  to  put  a lot  of  effort  into  it  because  she 
always  tried  to  outdo  me.  After  2 years  she  was  look- 
ing for  marriage  and  I wasn't.  We  broke  up  friends. 


LL:  So,  you  didn't  marry  her,  but  you  did  get 
married  again.  Did  you  tell  wife  #3  about  Fran? 

FW:  My  present  wife  doesn't  know  and  wouldn't 
understand.  This  article  is  taking  a chance.  I have  to 
be  careful.  But  this  is  a chance  I feel  I have  to  take.  I 
think  I am  at  a point  where  I have  a story  to  tell  and 
it's  one  others  would  like  to  hear.  I am  as  much 
Frances  as  I am  my  male-self.  In  different  aspects  for 
sure  (that's  valley  girl  lingo)  but  the  same  person. 

LL:  If  you  had  anything  to  do  over  again,  what 
would  you  do  differently? 

FW:  Knowing  what  1 know  now?  Ah,  the  famous 
20/20  hindsight  question,  and  I think  the  sight  of 
my  hind  is  great.  I wouldn't  have  wasted  my  20's 
and  30's  in  the  closet.  I would  have  sought  out  oth- 
ers like  me.  They  were  around,  I just  didn't  try  to  find 
them.  Groups  like  Renaissance  weren't  around. 
There  wasn't  a LadyLike  to  help.  I would  have  real- 
ized that  I am  what  I am:  Special.

Dear  Joann, 

I am  in  the  early  stages  of  hair  loss,  and  I was  wonder- 
ing if  small  dosages  of  hormones  (not  enough  to  cause 
breast  growth)  would  help ?

Dear  Rosa, 

I would  not  recommend  female  hormones  for 
your  purposes.  There  are  too  many  side-effects  and 
the  dosage  level  needed  to  stop  hair  growth  would 
likely  cause  other  problems. 

However,  you  do  have  several  options.  Hair  loss  is 
driven  by  testosterone.  If  you  lower  your  testosterone 
level  you  can  reduce  or  even  stop  the  hair  loss.  There 
are  a couple  of  ways  to  lower  testosterone  levels 
without  the  use  of  estrogens.  One  of  the  most  com- 
mon drugs  used  as  an  anti-androgen  is  Spiro- 
nolactone. This  is  a diuretic  used  to  control  high 
blood  pressure,  but  it  also  lowers  testosterone  levels. 
It's  often  used  in  conjunction  with  estrogens  for  M2F 
transsexuals.  Needless  to  say,  fooling  with  your  test- 
osterone levels  can  lead  to  unwanted  side-effects, 
like  impotence. 

You  actually  have  a better  option  with  Rogaine® 
which  is  specifically  for  thinning  hair.  It  is  a topical 
treatment  that  will  only  affect  the  hair  follicles  and 
nothing  else.  Two  important  things  you  need  to 
know  about  Rogaine®.

Dear  Bev, 

You  start  with  two  generic  skin  types:  warm  and 
cool.  Look  at  your  forearm  in  bright  sunlight.  If  you 
can  see  a yellow  or  golden  undertone,  you're  warm. 
If  you  see  a blue  undertone,  you're  cool.  From  there 
you  go  into  the  various  "seasons."  However,  where 
once  there  were  4 seasons  (winter,  spring,  summer 
and  fall),  there  are  now  about  a dozen.  Beyond 
"cool"  and  "warm"  it  is  very  difficult  to  decide  your 
own  seasons,  of  course,  that's  why  there  are  "color 
consultants."  There  is  validity  to  finding  your  colors, 
but  it  really  does  take  an  expert  to  do  it  properly. 
Look  in  the  phone  book  under  beauty  consultants. 

But,  never,  ever  worry  about  wearing  black.  It  is 
elegant  and  classic.  You'll  never  go  wrong  with 
black.  One  of  my  nicknames  is  the  Black  Queen  be- 
cause I wear  a lot  of  black.  Spice  up  the  black  with  a 
blouse  or  sweater  of  a bright  color.  I always  like  to 
wear  a large  pin  on  my  clothes;  it  looks  elegant. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

This  may  seem  like  a dumb  question  and  you  may 
have  answered  it  previously,  but  I need  to  know  how  do 
you  take  a good  picture  of  yourself?

Dear  Jaclyn, 

It's  not  a dumb  question,  but  it's  also  not  one  that 
is  easily  answered  in  the  confines  of  this  column.  We 
ran  a series  of  self-photography  articles  about  two 
years  ago  and  we'll  be  running  a new  piece  in  a fu- 
ture issue.  But,  I will  try  to  give  you  some  hints  on 
how  to  get  pictures  acceptable  for  this  magazine. 

First,  you  need  a decent  camera  and  that  means 
at  least  a 35mm.  Cameras  are  so  inexpensive  these 
days  there  is  really  no  excuse  not  to  own  a decent 
camera.  Next,  you  need  lights.  This  is  probably 
more  important  than  the  quality  of  the  camera.  If 
there  is  not  enough  light,  you  can't  get  a good  pic- 
ture with  even  the  best  of  cameras.  I like  to  use  three 
lights:  one  behind  the  camera  and  two  side  lights. 
See  the  set-up  diagram.  Buy  three  reflectors  and 
three  photoflood  lamps  and  a power  strip.  Set  up 
your  main  light  to  shine  directly  on  the  subject.  The 
set  up  the  two  side  lights  to  eliminate  the  shadow 
cast  by  the  main  light.  With  all  this  light,  you  can 
use  moderately  fast  color  film  and  stop  the  lens 
down  so  you  get  good  depth  of  focus. 


While  I mention  film,  make  sure  you  get  indoor 
color  film  for  use  with  photofloods.  Outdoor  film  is 
formulated  to  correct  for  the  blue  cast  of  the  sun- 
light, while  indoor  film  is  corrected  for  the  red  cast  of 
incandescent  bulbs.  If  you  use  outdoor  film  indoors, 
your  pictures  will  look  orange.  Indoor  film  used  out- 
doors will  look  blue. 

Okay,  get  a chair  or  something  to  use  as  a stand- 
in  for  yourself.  I use  an  old  fashion  clothes  pole.  Set 
up  your  lights  to  eliminate  the  shadows  of  the  stand- 
in.  Also  use  the  stand-in  to  make  sure  you  have  the 
camera  focused  properly,  then  turn  the  lights  off. 
Now,  go  stand  in  front  of  the  camera  and  pose.  You 
may  feel  silly,  but  you  need  to  know  how  you  want 
the  photo  to  come  out.  If  you  have  a large  mirror, 
place  this  on  a chair  behind  the  camera  so  you  can 
see  yourself.  Remember  where  your  body  is  and  how 
you  posed.  Ready? 

Go  set  the  10  second  timer  on  the  camera,  turn  on 
the  photofloods,  press  the  shutter  and  you  have  10 
seconds  to  get  back  into  your  pose.  Snap!  You  have  a 
picture.  You  can  get  fancy  with  automatic  remote 
control  shutter  releases  and  strobed  flash  but  that 
starts  to  cost  money.  You  can  get  perfectly  good  pho- 
tos with  the  set  up  described. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

How  do  I tell  my  wife  what  I am,  and  is  it  worth  the 
potential  disaster ?

Dear  Marsha, 

There  is  no  one  best  way  to  disclose  to  your  part- 
ner that  you  are  a crossdresser.  And  I have  to  tell 
you  that  after  25  years  of  marriage,  this  could  be  a 
big  shock  to  her.  Some  studies  indicate  that  the 
longer  you  take  to  tell  her,  the  worse  her  reaction 
may  be.  But,  there's  really  nothing  you  can  do  about 
keeping  a secret  for  25  years.  The  best  I can  give  you 
are  some  Do's  and  Don'ts: 

Do's 

• Have  quality  printed  information  for  your  part- 
ner to  read.  Start  with  Coping  With  Crossdressing 
(CDS)  or  MY  Husband  Wears  My  Clothes  (PM  Publish- 
ers) or  even  Ladylike.  Avoid  transvestite  fantasy  lit- 
erature and  any  magazines  with  contact  ads. 

• Suggest  talking  to  a qualified  professional  coun- 
selor for  impartial  answers  to  questions.  Contact  a 
local  group  to  find  a professional  who  has  had  expe- 
rience in  dealing  with  transgendered  issues. 

• Discuss  limits  and  constraints  on  the  crossdress- 
ing behavior  if  your  partner  seems  understanding  of

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your  need.  Some  topics  might  be:  where  and  when 
crossdressing  is  acceptable  both  privately  and  pub- 
licly; the  role  of  crossdressing  in  the  bedroom;  and 
whether  to  tell  others,  including  children,  other  fam- 
ily members  and  friends.  Discuss  the  extent  your 
partner  is  willing  to  participate  in  your  crossdressing 
activities. 

Don'ts 

• Don't  overwhelm  her  with  too  much  informa- 
tion. Stop  long  enough  to  let  her  ask  questions  and 
be  prepared  to  stop  immediately  if  she  is  shocked. 

• Don't  retract  anything  said  up  to  this  point. 
Sometimes,  her  reaction  may  be  delayed  by  days.  Be 
prepared  to  deal  with  this  over  a period  of  time. 

• Don't  describe  transvestism  in  negative  terms; 
you  have  a "problem."  Transvestism  is  a part  of  you, 
for  better  or  worse,  and  it  will  never  go  away. 

• Don't  surprise  your  partner  by  showing  up 
crossdressed.  Let  her  ask  to  see  you  first.  Be  prepared 
for  another  potential  shock  reaction.  What  may 
sound  like  a fun  at  first  can  take  on  a totally  differ- 
ent meaning  when  confronted  face  to  face. 

• Don't  rush  your  partner  off  to  a TV  support 
group  meeting  until  after  she's  seen  you  dressed  in 
private  or  unless  she  requests  it.  The  sight  of  a room 
full  of  TVs  may  do  more  damage  than  good. 

• Don't  assume  that  her  response  today  will  be 
the  same  as  it  was  yesterday,  or  the  same  tomorrow. 
People  have  feelings  and  emotions  that  change  on  a 
daily  basis.  Ground  rules  negotiated  last  month  can 
change  next  month,  depending  on  how  you  behave. 

• Don't  waste  time  educating  a therapist  who  has 
only  textbook  knowledge  of  crossdressers.  Most  of 
what  has  been  written  in  textbooks  is  inaccurate 
anyway.  I also  suggest  a psychologist  rather  than  a 
psychiatrist.  You're  looking  for  help  and  support, 
not  a "cure,"  because  there  is  no  cure. 

It  is  important  to  remember  that  in  any  relation- 
ship, negotiation  and  compromise  is  an  on-going 
process.  Even  when  a woman  initially  agrees  to  ac- 
cept her  partner's  crossdressing,  it  does  not  mean 
she  will  always  accept  it.

Dear  JoAnn, 

I've  read  much  about  hormones  and  their  use,  but 
little  about  electrolysis.  I've  heard  electrolysis  is  not  effec- 
tive in  removal  of  beard  hair.  Also,  will  a single  treatment 
be  enough ? Is  there  more  than  one  method?

Dear  Penny, 

Someone  is  giving  you  bad  information.  Electroly- 
sis is  the  only  permanent  hair  removal  treatment 
and  it  works  perfectly  well  on  male  facial  hair.  Effec- 
tiveness of  the  treament  and  whether  you  may  need 
more  than  one  session  per  area  depends  on  many 
factors,  including  the  skill  of  the  operator. 

In  a nutshell,  electrolysis  uses  electrical  current  to 
heat  the  hair  follicle  beneath  the  skin  and  cause  it  to 
die.  Hair  can  only  be  effectively  electrolyzed  while  it 
is  actively  growing.  If  the  follicle  is  in  a dormant 
stage,  electrolysis  will  loosen  the  hair  shaft  from  the 
follicle  but  it  may  not  kill  the  follicle.  So,  the  hair 
may  grow  back  and  require  additional  treatment. 

Facial  hair  is  different  from  other  body  hair  and 
male  facial  hair  is  quite  different  from  female  facial 
hair.  Removal  may  require  more  aggressive  treat- 
ment and  if  the  operator  doesn't  take  this  into  ac- 
count, you  may  need  additional  treatments. 

Since  electricity  comes  in  two  "flavors"  (AC  & DC) 
it  stands  to  reason  that  there  would  be  at  least  two 
kinds  of  electrolysis.  The  original  method  used  DC 
and  was  called  Galvanic  Electrolysis.  Later,  high  fre- 
quency AC  was  used.  The  last  "advance"  was  a com- 
bination of  the  two  called  the  "Blend"  method.  A 
study  done  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  con- 
cluded that  the  Blend  method  was  the  most  effective.

Vanessa  Speaks: 
My  wife,  Suz- 
anne, has  known 
about  my  cross- 
dressing since  our 
second  or  third 
date.  I remember, 
at  the  time,  her  re- 
sponse was,  "Gee, 
that  sounds  kind  of 
fun."  Well,  a few 
years  have  gone  by 
since  that  time  and 
we  have  had  to 
work  at  how  this 
"other  woman," 
Vanessa,  fits  into  our  relationship. 

In  the  transgender  community,  one  hears  very 
little  about  bedroom  issues  and  the  married,  hetero- 
sexual crossdresser.  It  is  almost  taboo.  Suzanne  and  I 
feel  that  many  crossdressers  and  their  partners  be- 
lieve they  will  be  labeled  "fetishistic"  if  they  say  they 
enjoy  making  love  while  en  femme.  The  time  for  this 
unnecessary  categorizing  of  crossdressers  according 
to  whether  or  not  they  receive  sexual  pleasure  from  or 
find  crossdressing  erotic,  is  past.  It  is  time  to  be  more 
open  and  sharing  for  the  purpose  of  helping  others. 
Hence,  we  have  agreed  to  tell  some  of  our  story. 

For  me,  the  dream  of  making  love  while  cross- 
dressed  was  the  ultimate  fantasy,  but  how  was  I to 
realize  it?  For  Suzanne,  the  question  was,  "So,  am  I 
supposed  to  act  like  a woman  or  a man?"  Tough 
questions.  All  we  can  say  is,  it  works  for  us. 

I most  enjoy  love  making  when  I am  crossdressed, 
as  Vanessa.  Unfortunately,  this  is  not  when  it  is  best 
for  Suzanne.  As  a result,  one  of  our  first  "rules"  is 
balance.  If  I were  interested  in  making  love  only  while 
en  femme,  that  would  be  selfish  and  potentially 
destructive  to  our  relationship.  I know,  because  I went 
through  that  stage. 

Why  is  it  so  exciting  for  me?  I don't  know;  it's  just 
everything  about  it.  It's  the  feel  of  the  fabrics,  the 
smell  of  my  own  perfume,  the  sense  of  being  caressed 
through  a satin  nightgown  or  having  someone  hold 


my  own  breast.  As  a crossdresser,  to  be  made  love  to 
as  a woman  is  the  confirmation  of  all  I strive  for.  My 
limited  quest  to  experience  femininity  reaches  fulfill- 
ment in  the  bedroom  with  my  partner. 

After  going  out  to  dinner  or  to  some  function  while 
en  femme,  it  is  wonderful  to  come  home,  change  into 
our  nightgowns,  get  a couple  glasses  of  wine  and  tune 
into  VH1.  On  other  occasions,  Vanessa  prepares  a 
candlelight  dinner  for  two.  Afterwards,  she  clears  the 
table,  cleans  the  kitchen  and  then  she  and  Suzanne 
enjoy  a quiet  evening  before  going  to  bed.  The  varia- 
tions are  unlimited.  One  constant  is  this,  due  to  my 
high  level  of  sexual  arousal,  it  is  imperative  that 
Suzanne's  needs  be  met  first.  This  works  well  for  us. 

Suzanne  is  a super  partner  and  does  her  best  to 
indulge  my  desires.  She  refers  to  me  as  Vanessa  and  to 
parts  of  my  anatomy  as  if  they  were  actually  a 
woman's  anatomy.  While  en  femme,  I prefer  to  play 
a submissive  role  catering  to  her  desires  and  wishes. 
She  may  one  time  prefer  I help  her  bathe  or  perhaps 
just  a massage;  it  varies.  She  in  turn  focuses  her 
attention  on  my  needs.  Each  of  us  is  satisfied,  and  we 
both  have  fun.  Afterwards,  I clean  up  and  sleep  in  the 
nightgown.  Suzanne's  biggest  gripe  is  makeup  on  the 
sheets.  I can't  help  it;  it  is  all  part  of  the  illusion. 
Suzanne  Speaks: 

If  Vanessa  wears  a nightgown  to  bed,  it  does  not 
really  bother  me  that  much.  It  is  just  a different  way 
to  make  love  as  far  as  I am  concerned.  I enjoy  her 
nightgowns  probably  as  much  as  she  does.  I have 
never  felt  like  I was  a lesbian  because  she  is  dressed  the 
way  she  is.  I know  underneath  all  the  makeup  and 
clothes  it  is  still  my  husband.  He/she  takes  care  of  my 
needs  so  it  is  rather  easy  to  reciprocate  for  him/her. 

All  I can  say  is  try  it.  You  may  not  like  it  at  first,  but 
it  can  be  as  much  of  a turn-on  for  you  as  it  is  for  him. 
If  you  do  not  try  it,  you  may  be  the  one  who  is  missing 
out — he  is  probably  fantasizing  about  it  anyway.  If 
you  have  an  honest  relationship  and  have  open 
communication,  it  will  be  all  right.  Remember,  you 
do  not  have  to  do  it  twice  if  it  is  something  in  which 
you  find  no  pleasure.  Personally,  I have  more  trouble 
with  larger  issues — like  my  family  finding  out  about 
Vanessa.

We  see  our 
heroine  out  on  the 
town.  She  is  decked 
out  in  her  finest 
spandex  mini  dress 
and  the  low  cut 
front  shows  off  her 
carefully  crafted 
cleavage.  She  has 
spent  several  hours 
painting  and 
primping.  When 
she  took  that  final  look  in  the  mirror  before  stepping 
out  the  door  (in  her  4-inch  pumps)  she  said  to  herself, 
"Girl,  you  are  hot."  Now,  here  she  is,  sitting  on  a 
barstool  in  a semi-classy  watering  hole.  A place  full  of 
straight  men  who  have  had  her  in  their  sights  since 
she  came  through  the  door.  The  thing  she  has  been 
working  all  evening  to  accomplish — to  be  a sexy, 
alluring  woman — has  been  achieved.  (At  least,  she's 
convinced  herself  of  that.) 

What  she  is  now  worried  as  hell  about  is  how  to 
keep  the  boys  from  learning  her  little  secret,  how  to 
avoid  close  contact  with  hungry  wolves  who  only 
require  half  a smile  or  brief  eye  contact  as  the  trigger 
that  will  send  them  into  a feeding  frenzy,  with  her  as 
the  feast.  As  Joan  Rivers  says,  "Can  we  talk?" 

Sexual  Response 

I think  most  of  us  admit  there  is  an  erotic  connec- 
tion between  the  crossdresser  and  crossdressing.  After 
all,  the  brain  is  the  biggest  sex  organ  and  for  those 
who  have  had  their  "love  maps"  programmed  for 
stimulation  by  crossdressing,  putting  on  a dress  may 
result  in  as  much  stimulation  as  a non-transvestite 
might  get  from  touching  their  favorite  sex  object  or 
watching  an  "adult"  movie.  Of  course,  sexual  re- 
sponse varies  from  one  individual  to  another.  That 
may  explain  why  some  crossdressers  claim  they  get 
no  sexual  kick  from  femme  attire.  They  say  they  do  it 
because  it  helps  themrelax  and  relieves  stress.  They 


feel  better  when  they  "dress  up."  Each  individual  has 
a sexual  response  that  can  go  from  cold,  to  lukewarm, 
to  hot,  and  a person's  sexual  response  may  vary  with 
factors  such  as  age,  health  and  personal  priority. 
Feeling  better  or  being  more  relaxed  may  be  the  only 
manifestation  of  sexual  response  for  folks  who  don't 
get  all  hot  and  bothered  about  any  kind  of  sex.  So, 
whether  crossdressing  or  related  fantasies  make  you 
very  turned  on  or  just  give  you  a warm  glow  all  over, 
you  are  experiencing  a sexual  response. 

If  you  are  sexually  aroused  by  your  crossdressing 
and,  like  our  heroine,  are  out  in  a public  place  with  an 
adrenalin  rush,  along  with  the  endorphins  already 
coursing  through  our  biggest  sex  organ,  (the  brain — 
the  brain),  may  we  not  expect  to  get  an  erotic  thrill 
from  the  sexual  attention  of  men?  By  attention,  I 
mean  appraising  looks  and  flirtatious  glances. 

You  can't  dress  like  our  heroine  and  not  feel  a little 
more  turned  on  when  you  think  a man  is  checking 
you  out.  You  are  excited  since  you  think  his  thoughts 
may  be  running  along  the  lines  of,  "Who  is  this  foxy 
babe?  Check  out  those  legs!"  (He  may  actually  be 
thinking,  "Check  out  the  biceps  on  the  crossdresser.") 
The  important  point  is:  the  turn-on  for  the  cross- 
dresser is  feeling  s/he  has  sexually  attracted  a man 
who  thinks  s/he  is  a woman,  particularly  a straight 
man.  To  some  this  is  the  greatest  thrill  of  "passing." 

Approach/Avoidance 

Now,  the  girl  in  the  bar  knows  she  is  not  a real 
woman.  She  knows  she  doesn't  want  to  engage  in 
intimate  activity  with  her  admirers  since  the  one  who 
"wins"  her  favor  may  not  be  as  accepting  of  her  secret 
as  the  Joe  E.  Brown  character  who  spirited  Jack  Lemmon 
off  to  marital  bliss  in  Some  Like  It  Hot.  (Remember, 
we're  only  talking  about  the  heterosexual  crossdresser.) 
Her  fantasy  has  been  satisfied.  Intimacy  would  reveal 
the  reality  behind  her  glamorous  facade  and  she 
worries  about  the  consequences.  So,  she  must  avoid 
intimacy  at  all  costs.  In  her  mind,  that  road  leads  to 
discovery,  humiliation  and  maybe  the  possibility  of 
having  to  fight  someone.  Now  there's  a great  way  to 
break  a nail.  Or  a jaw. 

Chances  are,  if  the  venue  our  girl  chooses  is  a classy

one,  most  of  the  men  she  may  attract  will  refrain  from 
breaking  any  part  of  her  body  when  they  catch  on. 
Some  may  even  continue  to  treat  her  like  a lady  and 
compliment  her  ability  to  utilize  glamour.  (It's  a good 
idea  to  avoid  redneck  bars,  sports  bars  and  happy 
hours  in  tough  neighborhoods.)  If  you  find  a place 
where  you  can  go  and  enjoy  yourself  with  the  regular 
patrons  knowing  what's  up,  you  are  a lucky  girl.  You 
can  make  friends  and  express  your  femininity  in  a 
comfortable  social  setting  without  worrying  about 
"passing."  Of  course,  this  means  you  may  attract  the 
attentions  of  someone,  male  or  female,  who  is  inter- 
ested in  a girl  like  you.  What  will  you  do  now?  More 
on  that  in  a few  paragraphs. 

Walking  on  The  Wildside 

Some  girls  do  like  it  hot.  Because  they  enjoy  the 
thrill  and  have  an  ego  big  enough  to  think  their 
"something  extra"  will  go  undetected — due  to  their 
great  beauty  and  natural  womanliness — or,  in  some 
cases  because  they  really  do  make  passable  women, 
they'll  frequent  straight  bars  and  actively  flirt  with 
men.  (If  you  think  you're  extremely  passable  it's 
important  to  note  that  late  night  bar  crowds  have 
usually  had  so  much  to  drink  their  ability  to  distin- 
guish gender  is  not  very  reliable.)  If  you  can  go  out  to 
straight  bars  as  a woman,  interact  with  men  and  get 
away  with  it,  more  power  to  you.  It  can  be  done,  but 
in  order  to  pull  it  off  you  need  more  than  beauty.  To 
truly  get  through  the  experience  you  need  a woman's 
social  skills.  That's  harder  than  beauty. 

Are  You  Experienced? 

How  do  you  avoid  guys  you  don't  want  to  talk  to? 
A woman  has  had  a lifetime  of  experience  at  this. 
(Not  to  mention  the  combined  experience  of  all  her 
girlfriends.)  How  do  you  dump  a guy  who  doesn't 
interest  you?  You  can  say  you've  got  to  go  to  the 
Ladies  Room  only  so  often.  (Maybe  he'll  leave  you 
alone  if  he  thinks  you  have  a bladder  infection.) 

What  if  you  are  firmly  in  your  femme  role  and  you 
"forget"  that  your  manliness  will  be  back  with  the 
sunlight,  and  you  find  yourself  attracted  to  a man? 
He's  bought  you  drinks  and  treated  you  like  the  lady 
of  your  fantasy.  You're  so  tumed-on  by  the  whole 
experience  you  don't  even  remember  ever  being  a 
man.  Maybe  you've  danced  close  and  romance  has 
blossomed.  Now,  he'd  like  you  to  go  home  with  him, 
or  a least  out  to  the  parking  lot.  You  find  yourself 
thinking,  "Gee,  he  really  is  a nice  guy.  I hate  to  leave 
him  frustrated."  Now  there's  a dilemma! 


Questions  To  Ask  Yourself 

Whether  you  are  out  in  social  settings  as  a known 
crossdresser  or  "passing, " you  may  be  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  engage  in  intimate  activities  ranging  from 
simple  hand  holding  and  knee  touching  to  petting, 
necking  and  beyond.  You  have  to  decide  if  you  want 
to  engage  in  these  activities.  Are  you  that  dedicated  to 
sexual  intimacy  while  presenting  your  femme  self? 
Are  you  prepared  to  handle  the  risks?  What  are  the 
risks?  If  you're  trying  to  keep  your  true  gender  under 
cover  there  are  things  a "girl"  like  you  can  do  to  please 
a man  without  giving  yourself  away.  Are  you  willing 
to  do  them?  Do  you  want  to  do  them?  Will  you  enjoy 
doing  them?  Is  it  worth  the  anxiety  of  possible  discov- 
ery during  an  intimate  moment?  Search  your  mind 
and  try  to  find  some  answers. 

I have  heard  some  crossdressers  maintain  that  if  a 
man  has  "treated  them  right"  they  feel  as  if  they 
should  "put  out."  Such  thinking  reveals  a lot  about  a 
crossdresser's  masculine  side,  and  how  that  cross- 
dresser views  women  and  their  social  role.  The  last 
time  I checked,  a woman  was  not  obligated  to  engage 
in  sexual  activity  because  a man  bought  her  drinks, 
or  dinner,  or  a new  car  for  that  matter.  If  you're  going 
to  act  like  a woman,  there's  no  need  to  be  a bimbo. 

Finding  Mister  Right 

Alright,  you've  decided  to  go  for  it.  You  want  to 
interact,  socially  and  perhaps  sexually  with  a man. 
Where  do  you  meet  him?  If  you're  trying  to  go  the 
"passing"  route,  remember  most  single  women  don't 
go  cruising  for  men  by  themselves.  They  always  take 
along  at  least  one  friend.  If  you  are  a dedicated  tramp 
and  don't  want  to  take  time  to  find  a cruising  pal  then 
go  ahead,  hit  the  singles  scene  on  your  own.  It's  a little 
like  sky  diving  without  a safety  chute,  but  if  that's 
what  floats  your  boat,  good  luck. 

Night  Spots  For  Girls  Like  You 

If  you've  decided  to  look  for  a male  companion 
who  appreciates  a "woman  with  something  extra" 
then  you  have  to  concentrate  on  finding  places  where 
guys  like  that  congregate.  Places  like  Club  Edelweiss 
in  New  York  City  and  the  Queen  Mary  in  the  Los 
Angeles  area  cater  to  TVs  and  their  "admirers."  Most 
"admirers"  will  treat  you  like  a lady,  compliment  you 
on  your  outfit,  hair,  legs,  etc.  and,  sooner  or  later, 
either  show  you  pictures  of  themselves  in  drag  or  ask 
you  to  dress  them  up.  In  other  words,  they're  transves- 
tites too!  What  a small  world.  Make  the  most  of  it.  Tell 
your  admirer  that  you  are  the  girl  and  he'd  better 
remember  it.  Let  him  dress  up  now  and  then  in  private 
but  make  sure  he's  always  the  butch  male  when 
you're  in  public. 
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Some  of  my  TV  friends  really  get  into  playing 
"lesbian"  with  another  TV.  If  that's  what  turns  you 
on,  you  may  find  a playmate  at  the  TV  nightclubs. 

Making  The  Scene 

In  most  major  metropolitan  areas  there  are  dance 
clubs  where  anything  goes.  Check  out  the  hot  spots  in 
your  area.  Go  undercover  first  in  your  male  clothes. 
Look  for  drag  queens  and  gay  men  and  women  in  the 
crowd.  If  the  mix  of  people  is  good,  come  back  again 
in  a week  or  so  on  the  same  night  and  see  if  it's  the 
same.  Some  clubs  change  clientele  completely  from 
one  night  to  the  next.  If  your  spot  passes  the  test  for  a 
consistently  cool  crowd  get  some  other  crossdressers  or 
regular  friends  and  go  dancing.  You  may  meet  a 
bisexual  guy  who  finds  a woman  like  you  interesting. 

Sometimes  a straight  man  isn't  all  that  straight.  If 
you  exert  your  feminine  wiles  in  just  the  right  manner 
he  may  want  to  take  you  home  and  explore  this 
different  territory  that's  wrapped  in  such  a familiar 
feminine  package.  A drag  queen  I know  told  me  of  an 
encounter  she  had  with  a macho  man  from  Brooklyn. 
He  was  ignorant  of  her  true  nature  until  he  got  her 
back  to  his  love  pad  and  made  a run  for  second  base. 
She  was  a worried  that  he  might  get  physical,  in  a not- 
pleasant  way,  when  he  surprised  her  by  suggesting 
that  they  "get  busy"  but  "don't  take  your  wig  off." 
Sometimes  your  "exotic"  nature  can  be  a plus. 

The  same  goes  for  interactions  with  women.  Some 
women  who  identify  as  lesbians  don't  mind  male 
sexual  equipment,  they're  just  totally  turned  off  by 
the  standard  "guy"  package.  You  might  be  just  what 
they're  looking  for,  if  you  don't  revert  to  your  mascu- 
line tendencies  in  the  heat  of  passion.  Then,  there  are 
straight  women  who  find  a crossdresser  to  be  a turn 
on.  I've  met  a few  and  had  some  interesting  times  as 
well  as  some  bewildering  times.  A few  of  the  women 
who  found  my  crossdressing  a turn  on  were  a little 
weird  themselves.  Just  because  she  likes  you  in  your 
dress,  don't  be  blind  personality  traits. 

Whichever  kind  of  woman  you  attract,  remember, 
women  relate  to  women  differently.  U nless  the  woman 
who  comes  on  to  you  is  butch,  chances  are  she  will  be 
more  subtle  than  a man  in  her  overtures.  Be  a lady 
and  don't  get  pushy.  It  may  be  worth  the  wait. 

What  About  Gay  Guys? 

Well,  they  do  like  your  physical  equipment  and 
many  of  them  are  happy  to  party  with  you  when 
you're  all  dressed  up.  Some  are  very  complimentary  if 
they  think  you  do  a good  job  of  female  imperson- 
ation. They  won't  tolerate  any  dowdiness  though 
(unless  it's  done  in  a campy  way).  So,  gay  guys  may 
be  fun  but  another  friend's  story  comes  to  mind.  She 


had  been  out  dancing  at  a gay  club  and  she  found 
herself  keeping  company  with  a gay  man  who  was 
buying  her  drinks,  putting  his  arm  around  her  and 
sensually  massaging  her  thigh.  When  she  mentioned 
that  she  felt  too  high  to  drive  all  the  way  home  he 
offered  to  let  her  stay  in  his  hotel  room.  At  the  hotel 
she  slipped  into  the  bathroom  to  freshen  up,  and  strip 
down  to  her  sexy  teddy,  garter  belt  and  stockings. 
When  she  felt  her  beauty  was  more  than  adequate 
and  her  lip  gloss  was  perfect,  she  headed  back  to  the 
bedroom  and  paused  in  the  doorway  to  do  one  of 
those  sultry,  sex  kitten  poses  for  her  man,  who  was 
sprawled  on  the  bed.  He  saw  her  standing  there  in  her 
sexy  teddy  and  said,  "What's  the  matter  with  you 
Mary?  Take  that  shit  off  and  get  your  ass  in  this  bed." 

Great  Expectations 

If  you  are  going  to  give  dating  men  a try  it  might 
be  a good  idea  to  not  have  any  great  expectations.  If 
you've  gotten  to  know  many  women  as  your  femme 
self  then  you  know  a big  topic  of  conversation  in 
woman-only  groups  is  what  dorks  most  men  are. 
Don't  waste  time  thinking  a knight  in  shining  armor 
is  waiting  to  take  you  away  to  his  fantasy  castle.  You 
may,  if  you  get  out  on  the  scene  on  a regular  basis 
(smile  and  be  friendly)  meet  a few  guys  and  maybe 
have  some  good  times.  To  be  fair,  there  are  women 
out  there  who  are  not  going  to  be  perfect.  It  doesn't 
matter  how  you  are  dressed,  personal  relationships 
with  anyone  can  be  tough.  If  you  want  to  establish 
one,  the  important  factor  is  to  make  yourself  avail- 
able. There  is  someone,  or  several  someones,  for 
everyone  but  you'll  never  meet  them  if  you  hide  your 
beauty  in  the  closet. 

Safety,  Our  Number  One  Priority 

Whether  you  want  a male  or  female  playmate 
(how  about  both?)  don't  get  so  caught  up  in  the  thrill 
of  it  all  that  you  forget  safety  first.  In  these  times, 
"protection"  is  a lot  more  than  a can  of  pepper  spray 
in  your  purse.  Unprotected  sex  can  kill  you.  Whoever 
your  partner  is,  don't  assume  they're  honest  when 
they  tell  you  about  their  test  results  and  don't  accept 
"I'm  sorry  baby,  I don't  have  any  condoms."  If  your 
lover  wants  you  bad  enough  condoms  will  be  used. 
Hell,  if  you've  gotten  this  far,  you  ought  to  be  carrying 
them  yourself.  If  he  won't  use  a condom,  better  make 
that  relationship  strictly  platonic.
